I'.«- it enacted by the General Assembly
of Virginia, That any person, company,
or corporation having layed, surveyed,
graded, or plai-ed. or platted any land or

lands into streets, «idewalks and lots, in
any city, town, or county, shall not re¬

serve to themselves or convey to another
any right« in or upon any such streets,
etc., aller haviug sold or otherwise con¬

veyed any lot or lot« to any person what¬
soever which shall not be enjoyed to the
same extent by such lot owner, or own¬

ers; nor shall any rights to construct aud
operate street railways, telegraph, or

telephone lines, to lay sewer, gas, or

water mains, or any other special privi¬
lege be reserved, granted, or held by any
person, firm, or corporation after the
sale or transfer of any such lot or lot«,
except the same be obtained in such
manner as would be necessary had no

such reservation or conveyance been
made, and all streets and alleys so laid
off shall vest in the city or county by
fee in same.
